Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner indicated that the Office is of the opinion that disclosed 
weight ratio between ionic surfactant to oil in Yu, p. 7, first paragraph, is not limiting but a preferred embodiment. Since 
the weight range of each component is also disclosed therein, »t the claimed weight ratio can be met by employing 
each component within the disclosed amount. (See also MPEP 2123, 2144.05). Some other distinction other than the 
weight ratio as claimed would be necessary to patentably distinguish the instant invention from the prior art. . 
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
